He  eiplaincd  that  the  DJt 
would  aot  be  able  to  make  Ihrir  own  song  selections 
for  their  ifeow  and  timin|  would  bt  muck  more  ilricl. 

Jeaaac  Pankaaia.  director  of  stadent  aclitiliet 
tapretscd  a  similar  conceru.  "With  increased  li^traers 
Oir  campas  comes  admiaislrativc  safeiaards."  And  these 
■(•■aards  woaM  restrict  the  freedom  of  tke  DJt. 

Of  secondary  coaeera  was  the  eoti  of  the 
Iransmilter  llsually  this  concern  Is  disrr|arded  because 
there  are  nuaeraat  a^ethods  of  fundinf  ■  trs«<(mitter. 

Finally  I  talked  with  Morly,  lencral  manager  last 
year.  He  esplained  h<iw  WHCM  hiiw  would  actually 
offer  more  training  aad  eipcritace  than  if  the  station 
acquired  a  Iransmiltcr. 

"DJi  learn  how  In  mis  music."  Morty  Mid.  so 
WHAM  isn't  played  after  Zepplin.  They  also  gel 
etpericace  reading  ti*e  announcenicDis  and  filling  out 
pratrnia  taga-  Mortj  feels  ff  WHCM  get*  a  transmitter, 
thi  admlaklrallon  would  »cl  guidelines  eliminating 
kan*  WB  ftpertoacf  for  Ihe  DJs.  In  Murty'i  opiaioa 
WMC1M  it  a  REAL  radto  station! 

Also,  the  WHCM  maaagemcnt  would  ha»e  to  do 
muck  more  work.  If  tke  transmitter  U  rtceited  the 
paper  work  would  increaie.  An  FCC  Ucencf  would  h«*e 
to  b«  applied  for  and  all  kinds  of  applications  filled 
out. 

II  cnmea  down  to:  the  employee!  want  it  aatl  Iht 
MaMi.gers  dtm^'t.  (Being  a  maaaier  I  caa  sympathlie  with 
Laramie  and  Morty.l  I  propttte  etpanding  Ihe  number  of 
buildings  to  which  tke  station   broadcasts. 

Approslmalely  10  years  ain,  WH<  M  was  hrtmdcasl 
to  every  building  then  on  caroput.  But  it  was  hnwdcaa 
tow  chiie  to  the  classrooms  and  offices.  Consinoenlly  it 
didn't  lake  long  fur  the  cfiniplaints  to  rnit  in. 

Of  course?  1  agree.  Don't  transmit  WHCM  ri(!hi  nest 
lo  tie  clatif«mms;  play  it  in  the  lounge  in  building  J 
near  Ikt  kn«  ofTite.  in  M  building  and  ta  pergonal 
re«i»est>  in  the  Harbinger  office. 

Wkilt  investigating  the  transmitter  possibilities  it 
occurred  l«  me.  Harper  has  no  radio  curriculum-- 
virtually  no  radio  classes!  We  ha»e  program*  fnr 
Refrigeration  and  Air  Condilionini;  and  Park  iind 
tJrouadt  Operation  Management  but  hate  no  radio 
program.  _       ... 

Vice  President  of  SladtBl  Affairs  Bonnie  Henry 
say*.  "!^»  demoastraled  need  has  arisen."  So  it  looks 
like  if  you're  interested  in  radio  *hi«  some  interest  or 
Harper  ma?  ite«er  carry  any  radio  courses.

This  can  be  caused  by  a  ckil 
in  tan  artery  tfiat  supples  bkiod  to 
the  brain,  or  by  an  aneurysm,  the 
bursting  of  a  blood  vessel  m  the 
brain. 

How  a  ptrraoo  is  affected  by  a 
stroke  depends  largely  on  what 
pan  of  the  brain  is  roWied  of  the 
neoiled  oxygen.
